Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (page 7, paragraphs 1-3), filed 10/14/2004, 
with respect to claims 1-8 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 1-8 has been withdrawn. 



2. Claims 1 -8 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention provides a new method for encoding a source mesh 
representing a 3D object, to reduce the number of information elements needed for the 
efficient depiction, storage, and/or transmission of a digital image (see specification, 
page 1 , lines 6-8). 

Particularly, the new ... comprises the following features, which the prior art taken 
either singly or in combination does not teach: 

- each of the faces of said meshes is subdivided into a limited number of facets 
to form the higher-level mesh and the subdivisions of said face corresponding solely to 
those needed to comply with a condition of affinity of said function on said face (see 
independent claim 1).
